came much warmer.

Of course there was much 
suffering 


among the poorer class of people .who 
have small supplies li food, but so far 
H.I known no eases of freezing occurred. 
The policemen suffered considerably on 
(heir beats, nnd the mailcarriers, espec- 
ially in the, rural districts, say it was the 
coldest time they ever experienced. 


On the railroads and electric suburban 


lines every train was late from ten min- 
utes to an hour or longer. Many water 
pipes burst, but damage was light. 


Brakemen on the Chicago & North- 


western and Milwaukee railways, suffer- 
ed those on the freight (.rains having 
ears noses and fmgers nipped by the 
cold.

Reuben M Norton, the 
first mayor,

company. 
He died at Chicago and is

H. Bryan, second mayor, was an at- 


torney of note and when he died, was 
judge of tho circuit court. 


E. R. Cooley, one of the very earliest 


settiws. and-third in'-'line, for many 
years conducted 'the largest hardware 
store in the city and was a progressive 
citizen when he passed away. 


Fourth was William W. Waterman, 


who was ut the head of a forwarding 
business and he too is dead. 


William T. Richmond opened one of 


the very first banks and was known to 
financial men of tho 
country.

David McDonald was a justice of the 


peace, a rann of fine legal ability, and 
lie organized the McDonald Odd Fellow 
lodge.

"There is on* thing I can't understand 


about your school system," said School 
Commissioner 
Thiesen of Racine, the 


gentleman who vigorously attacked the 
local school system for being inefficient, 
"and that is how you spend so much 
money on the schools. We pay the 
teachers higher salaries, pay our jani- 
tors more, have more children enrolled 
and our cost of education per capita is 
onlv $17.80 a year. I understand the 
cost per capita in Oshkosh is about 
$22.40." 


"Superintendent of Schools II. A. Si- 


monds of this city considers the propo- 
sition as one easy of explanation. Mr. 
Simonds states that a different system 
of determining the per capita cost of 
education in Oshkosh and Racine is used. 
In this city the cost is estimated from 
the average attendance. In Kacine it is 
figured from the total enrollment. The 
large number of.students out of school 
each day makes the cost of education 
per capita, higher than it would be if 
it were figured upon the total enroll- 
ment.

American race. Because of long service 
as United States minister to Argentine 
Republic, Mr. Buchanan fills that des- 
cription in the estimation of the state 
department, ft is understood that his 
assumption of duties is not to be per- 
manent, for he sacrificed largo business 
interests to the undertaking of the work. 


The minister was originally from Ohio 


and represented the state as an agricul- 
turist commissioner at the World's Fair 
at Chicago.. He was appointed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. United States minister 
to Buenos Ayres.

Thompson's Station, in Tennessee, or.e 
of tlie regiments that fought in thut eu- 
gRgcnient was the Twenty-second Wis- 
consin, which contained a large number 
of Racine boys. During the conflict :\ 
confederate officer by the name of John 
FT. McDowell, of General Forrest's com- 
mand, captured a. union captain, a lieu- 
tenant and thirteen men. who were made 
prisoners in a two story brick house. 
The union captain's sword was taken 
from him and kept by the rebel soldier. 
According to the gray haired eonfedenitc 
veteran the union officer felt deeply hu- 
miliated when he had to give 
up his 


sword. The two oflicers nnd fifteen men 
were taken to prison. The Twenty-see- 
nnd Wisconsin lost heavily in the battle.

Engineers when snowbound must 


keep their engines alive that trains

opened. 
Otherwise expensive delays 


will occur from thawing out, watering 
and firing up dead engines In most in- 
convenient places. My great problem 
was how to get water into the boiler. 
The pumps worked only when the en- 
gine ran. I gave her steam. If the 
wheels would slip on the rails and' 
turn, I could pump that way. 
She 


might have been a solid, jointless cast-

Something had to be done, and quick- 


ly, for the water was leaking out of her 
every minute, and I had only two 
gauges in her when I stopped.

Repudiation of Treaty by Colombia. 
Last spring, under .the act above re- 


ferred- to- a treaty concluded between 
the representatives of the republic of 
Colombia and of our government was 
ratified by the senate. Tills treaty was 
entered Into at the'urgent solicitation 
of the people of Colombia nnd after Q 
body of experts appointed by our gov- 


ernment especially to go into the mat- 
ter of the routes across the isthmus 
had pronounced unanimously in favoi 
of the Panama route. In drawiug up 
this treaty every concession was made 
to the people and to the government of 
Colombia, We were more than Just,in 
dealing with them. 
Our generosity 


was such as to make it u serious ques- 
tion'whether, .we had not. gone too far 
in their interest at the-expense of our 
own; for-in. our scrupulous desire to 
pay all possible heed not merely to the 
real but even' to the faucled rights of 
our weaker neighbor, who already 
owed so much to our protection and 
forbearance, we yielded in all possible

Revolution In Panama. 


Immediately after the adjournment

in Panama. Tbe people of Panama 
had long been discontented with the 
republic of Colombia, and they had 
been kept quiet only by tbe prospect 
of the conclusion of the treaty, which 
was to tliem a matter of vital concern. 
When it bcoarae evident that the treaty 


other soa might not bo Interrupted or 
embarrassed. The treaty vested la the 
United State* a eub'stantial property 
Tight carved out of the rights of sov- 
ereignty and property which New 
Granada then had and possessed over 
•the said territory. The name of New 
Granada has passed away, and its ter- 
ritory has been divided. Its successor; 
the government of Colombia, has cens- 
ed to own any property In the isthmus. 
A new republic, that of Panama, which 
-,vus at on-; time, a sovereign state and 
at another time a mere depnttmnnt of 
the successive confederations known as 


succeeded to the rights which first one 
nnd then the other formerly exercised 
over the isthmne. But as long as the

declined to ratify n treaty the condu- 
slon'-of which opened the only chance 
to secure its own stability and to guar- 
antee permanent pence on and the con- 
struction of a canal across the Isthmus. 


Under such circumstances the gov- 


ernment of the United States would 
have-befln guilty of folly anc! weakness 
amounting in their sum to a crime 
against the uation had it acted other- 
wise than it did when tbe revolution ot 
Nov. 3 last took place rti Panama. This 
great enterprise of building the inter- 
oceanic canal cannot be held up to grat- 
ify the whim's, or out Of respect to the 
governmental impotence or to the even 
more sinister aud evil political pecul- 
iarities, of people wlio, though tliey 
dwell afar off, yet agaiust the wish of 
the actual dwellers on the isthmus as- 
sert aa unreal supremacy over the ter- 
ritory. The possession of a territory 
fraught with sucli peculiar capacities 
as the isthmus in question carries with I'M/1 
it obligations to mankind. The course j T 
of events has shown that this cannl ' 
cannot be built by private enterprise 
or by any other nation than our own; 
therefore it must be built by tho Unit- 
ed Stutes. 
Treaty With New Republic of Panama. 


Every effort has been made by the 


government of the United States to 
persuade Colombia to follow ft course 
which was essentially not only to our 
interests aud to the Interests of the 
world, but to the interests of Colombia 
itself. 
These efforts have railed, and 


Colombia, by her persistence in ropuls- 
in£ the advances that have been made, 
bus forced us, for the sake of our own 
honor,and of the interest and well be- 
ing not merely of our own people, but 
of the people of tbe isthmus of Panama 
aud the people of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world, to take decisive 
steps to bring to an end a condition of 
affairs which bad become intolerable. 
The new republic • of Panama imme- 
diately offered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. This treaty 1 herewith sub- 
mit. By it'our Interests are better gate- 
guarded than in the treaty with Co- 
lonibln which was ratified by the sen- 
ate ,at its lust session. It is better in 
its terms than the treaties offered to us 
by tho republics of Nicaragua 
and 


Costa Rica. At last the right to begin 
this great undertaking is made availa- 
ble. 
Pnnuma has done her part. All 


that remains is for the American con- 
gress to do its part and forthwith this 
republic wi-U'oirtcr upon the execution 
of a project colossal in Its size and of 
well m'sh Incalculable possibilities for 
the good of this country and the na- 
tions of mankind. 


By the provisions of the treaty the 


United States guarantees and will 
maintain the independence of the re- 
public of Panama. There are granted 
to the United States in perpetuity the 
use, oecnpotion and control of a strip 
ten miles wide and extending three 
iMintical miles into tho sea at either 
terminal, with oil lands lying outside 
of the zopc necessary for tbe construc- 
tion 


for their acoustic properties.

When the opera- 
lion was concluded one of the six pairs 
was sewed fast inside Lbe patient's body.

When the people of the Belle City 


r.rose from their slumbers on Sunday 
ii'.orniiig they found the weather bitter 
cold, iu fact it was colder than has been 
experienced in some years. The wave 
followed in on the tail of the snow storm 
from the north, northeast and cast and 
which caused unusual inconvenience to 
the railroads, both electric and steam 
roads in and out of the eity. 


In the city the thermometer ranged 


from 10 to 20 below zero and there was 
a cutting wind which caused men, women 
and children to put 'on their warmest 
wraps and hurry along. Sizing up the 
different thermometers throughout town 
the 
average degree was 
16 below. 


Out in the country, between this city 
and Corliss, the dairymen coming to the 
city report that it was 18 below, and 
the wind prevailing made it bitter cold. 


Along toward evening the conditions 


became milder and it was only 0 below 
at 10 o'clock, but this morning it was 8 
below, and as the day advanced it be- 
came much warmer. 


SUFFERING AMONG POOR. 


Of course there was much 
suffering 


among the poorer class of people who 
Lave small supplies of food, but so far 
us known no cases of freezing occurred. 
The policemen suffered considerably on 
their beats, and the mailcarriers, espec- 
ially in the rural districts, say it was the 
coldest time they ever experienced. 


On the railroads and electric suburban 


lines every traim was late from ten min- 
utes to an hour or longer. Many water 
pipes burst, bufc damage was light. 


Brakemen on the Chicago & North- 


western and Milwaukee railways, suffer- 
ed, those on the freight trains having 
cars, noses and fingers nipped by the 
cold. All along the lines for two hun- 
dred miles the thermometers ranged 
from 16 to 25 below zero. 


The only sailing vessel known to have 


bopn out "in the cold was the schooner 
Joyce, bound from the east shore with 
lumber. After a hard battle the vessel 
reached Milwaukee, covered with ice and 
the crew somewhat frost bitten. 


Telegraph and telephone wires were 


crippled in different parts of the country, 
but in Racine and vicinity there was not 
n. great deal of difficulty m securing 
service. 


M. D. Erskine, superintendent of city 


poor, stated this morning that no com- 
plaints were made of suffering yester- 
day. Today there has been many appli- 
cations for fuel. 


Residents on North Main street and 


nlso on St. Clair street, complain of wat- 
er pipes being broken and on St. Clair 
street the water and slush is ankle deep. 
North Main street is also being flooded. 


The cold weather makes the ice men 


smile and the crop promises to be the 
beat known in many years. The Hor- 
lick Ice company state that it is now ten 
inches thick, clear as crystal and that 
;ui unusually fine crop is expected. On 
the ieo at present there is eight inches of 
snow to scrape off. 


24 BELOW AT KENOSHA. 


Temperatures ranging from fourteen 


to twentv-six degrees below r.ero pre- 
vailed over the state. The lowest point 
reached by the mercury was recorded 
at Plaintield, but temperatures of twen-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The presi- 


dent has Selected W. I. Buchanan of New 
York, to be the first United States min- 
ister to Panama. 
, 


Mr. Buchananjs selection was brought 


about by a desire on the part of the pres- 
ident to secure temporarily, at least, and 
during the crystalization of the relations 
between the United States and Panama 
the services of a trained and experienced 
diplomatic representative, having special 
reference to his knowledge of the Latin- 
American race. Because of long service 
as United States minister to Argentine 
Republic, Mr. Buchanain fills that des- 
cription in the estimation of the state 
department. It is understood that his 
assumption of duties is not to be per- 
manent, for he sacrificed large business 
interests to the undertaking of the work. 


The minister was originally from Ohio 


and represented the state as an agricul- 
turist commissioner at the World's Fair 
at Chicago. He was appointed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, United States minister 
to Buenoa Ayres. His record at that 
point was so satisfactory that President 
McKinley continued him at his post for 
several years after his accession to of- 
fice. 


Next Mr. Buchan became director-gen- 


eral of the Pan-American exposition at 
Buffalo and since the close of'that en- 
terprise he has been engaged in private 
business. He also has been looking af- 
ter certain interests of the St. Louis ex- 
position.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 12.—The state 


.department has been informed 'that final 
steps have been taken for the formation 
of a permanent republican fonn, of gov- 
ernment in Panama.

Ogier D'lvry, the beautiful young daugh- 
ter of Count Ogier D'lvry, died in a hos- 
pital here yesterday under remarkable 
circumstances. Last evening ' a

cart, driven by a handsomely dressed 
young man accompanied by a groom col- 
lided with a heavy vehicle near the ave- 
nue Du Bos Du Boulogne. The occu- 
pants of the pony cart were thrown 'out 
and the groom was slightly injured and 
the young man dangerously injured. The 
latter was reinoved-to-a hospital. There 
he was placed in the male ward and the 
doctors were preparing for an operation 
when, they found the injured person to 
be a woman. She was removed to the 
female ward and- was identified as the 
daughter of Count Ogier D'lvry. A,med- 
ical examination disclosed that her skull 
was fractured in three places and'she 
died soon after. 


FOND OF DARING FEATS. 


The countess was 20 years of age 'and 


her blonde hair was cut short. It is ex- 
plained that she was in the habit of as- 
suming male attire to avoid attracting 
the attention of men.

She 
found thai male dress attracted less at- 
tention while driving and when thus at- 
tired was one of the most daring drivers 
on the avenues. The family has a cha- 
teau at.Nerae, in the department of Lot 
Ft. Caronne, where the peasants were fa- 
miliar with the countess' strange cos- 
tume and daring. 


WOULD RETURN SWORD 


OF UNION OFFICER 


Confederate Captain Writes Here EnqnirlniE 


Former Owner's Whereabouts. 


An interesting story, dramatic in de- 


tail, that has not yet reached a, climax, 
concerning one of the serious conflicts 
that followed the civil war, may possibly 
result in a sword taken from a union of- 
ficer by a confederate captain being re- 
turned to the original owner. 


It seems that during the battle of 


Thompson's Station, in Tennessee, one 
of the regiments that fought in that en- 
gagement was the Twenty-second Wis- 
consin, which contained a large number 
of Racine boys. During the conflict a 
confederate officer by the name of John 
H. McDowell, of General Forrest's com- 
mand, captured a union captain, a lieu- 
tenant nnd thirteen men, who were made 
prisoners in a two story brick house. 
The union captain's sword was taken 
from him and kept by the rebel soldier. 
According to the gray haired confederate 
veteran the union officer felt deeply hu- 
miliated when he had to give up his 
sword. The two officers and fifteen men 
were taken to prison. The Twenty-sec- 
ond Wisconsin lost heavily in the battle. 
Many were killed, many were wounded, 
jind many taken prisoners.

The 
larger the number of citizens participat- 
ing in practical politics, the better for 
the commonwealth and its government.

ment for conspiracy. Wo simply pro- 
pose to regulate the distribution of sup- 
plies so that the natural supply and de- 
mand may not be violated by the sudden 
forcing of a whole year's crop on the de- 
mand market of half a year."

No communi- 
ty has the right to quarantine a family 
or individual unless provisions are made 
not only to feed them but clothe them 
if necessary, and in winter with ample 
warmth.

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The Home Scrap Book.—A New York 


woman, a cooking expert, who lectures 
and teaches, bus a largo library of scrap 
books which are of Hie greatest value 
to her, says the Times. They are not 
the notes of her own lectures, but ev- 
erything uiion the subject of household 
science which she lias come across in 
her reading during a number of years. 
She was interested in the subject and be- 
gan clip(>inj.' long before she thought of 
taking up the work professionally. These 
clippings accumulated, but were of lit- 
tle use, as they wore 
not 
arranged. 


Meeting in t'nn course of her travels a 
woman who was interested {".morally in 
the .oulijwt and wished to umke a little 
money, slip asked her to compile her 
books" for her. The bodies are not as 
large as the ordinary scrap book and 
can be easily handled. All clippings are 
sent to the scrap book maker as'they ac- 
cumulate, and she returns them two or 
three books at a time as she finishes 
them. She arranges the contents accord- 
ing to .subjects and indexes them gener- 
ally. She charges as a rule about .$3 for 
a volume, including the price ' of the 
book. "She does it at odd tiuies and 
enjoys it," says the New York woman. 
"I should not be willing to do the work 
myself for that price, but it ia her own 
proposition." That the woman lives in 
Rochester makes no difference to the 
work. She has been doinj; it now for 
several years and through her first cus- 
tomers has another for whom she does 
similar work. The books when they are 
completed are invaluable. They contain 
information that can be found nowhere 
else. It is a part of the ephemeral news- 
paper writing which is soon lost sight of, 
but often contains the result of much 
research and original bits of information 
given by private individuals and never 
afterward made public. There is some 
talent required in making a scrap book, 
and the New York woman had some 
trials and even shed tears before she 
found the woman who now handles her 
treasured clippings. 


Our 
Mothers' 
Meeting.—"We 
will 


have only ourselves to thank," said a

years from now our own children are 
living from hand to mouth, while the 
sons of our German, Italian and Hebrew 
neighbors are buying real estate."

An excellent furni- 
ture polish is made by mixing turpentine 
with beeswax to the consistency of a 
thick cream. Gilded articles coated with 
oil of laurel scare flies away. To remove 
moths from furniture, dust the crevices 
with powdered borax.

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blower, Inhaling smoke and sulphurous

In tbe year 184ft this government en- 


twwl Into a treaty with New Granada, 
the predecessor upon tbe Isthmus of 
jtbe republic of Colombia and of the 
•present repobtte of Panama, by which 
treaty it was prorSded that tbe govern- 
ment and citizens of the United States 
^should always hare free and open right 
of way or transit across tbe Isthmus of 
Panama, by nTiy modes of communica- 
tion that might be. constructed, while 
in return our government guaranteed 
•the perfect neutrality of the above 


'ittoniey GeharnTTSpeea, under date 


of Nov. 7, 1865, advised Secretary 
Sewnrd as follows: 


"l?rom this treaty It cannot be sup- 


posed that New Granada Invited tbe 
United States to become a patty to the 
intestine tf4>u«!es of that government* 
nor did the United States become 
bound to take sides: in. the domestic 
broils of New Granada^. The United 
States did guarantee New Granada in 
the sovereignty, and property over the 
territory. This was as against other 
•and foreign governments," 


For 400 years, ever since shortly aft- 


er the discovery of > this hemlspfierej 
the canal across the Isthmus has been 
planned. 
For twoscoire years it has 


been worked at. 
When made ,it Isf 


to last for the ages, it te to alter .'the 
geography of a continent and the trade 
routes of the world. We have shown 
by every treaiy Ive have negotiated or 
attempted1 to negotiate with the peo- 
ples In control oi the isthmus and with 
foreign nations In. referc-cce thereto 
our consistent good faith ite observing 
onr obligations, on the one hand to the 
peoples of the isthmus and on the oth- 
er hand to the civilized world, whose 
commercial rights we are safeguarding 
and guaranteeing by pur action. We 
toave done our itvity to others in letter 
and in spirit, and We have shown the 
utmost forbearance in exacting our 
own rights. 


Repudiation of Treaty by Colombia. 
Last spring, under .the.net above re- 


ferred-to a treaty concluded between 
the representatives of the republic of 
Colombia and of onr government was 
ratified by the senate, i'UIs treaty was 
entered Into at thef'urgent solicitation 
of the people of Colombia and after a 
'body of experts appointed by onr gov- 
ernment especially to go into the mat- 
ter of the routes across the isthmus 
had pronounced unanimously in favoi 
of the Panama route. In drawing up 
this treaty every concession was made 
to the people and to the government of 
Colombia, We Were more than just,in 
dealing with them. 
Our generosity 


wus such as to make it a serious ques- 


; tion'whether,we bad,not. gone too far 
in their interest at the'expenge of our 
own,, for/in our scrupulous desire to 
pay all possible heed not merely to the 
real but even to the fancied rights of 
our weaker neighbor, who already 
owed so much to our protection and 
forbearance, we yielded in all possible 


mentioned isthmus with the view, that I ways to her desires in drawing up tb« 
tbe free transit from the pno to the j treaty. Nevertheless the government 
other soa might not be Interrupted or 
embarrassed. The treaty vested in the 
:United States a snb'stantial property 
'right carved out of the rights of sov- 
ereignty and property wbich New 
Granuda then had. and possessed over 
the said territory. The name of New 
Granada has passed away, and Its ter- 
ritory has been divided. Its successor; 
the government of Colombia, has cens- 
ed to own any property in the Isttimns. 
A new republic, that of Pauamivwhich 
was at one time a sovereign state and 
at another time a mere.department of 
the successive confederations known as 
New Granada and Colombia, has now 
succeeded to the rights which first one 
and then the other formerly exercised 
over the isthmne. But as long as the 
isthmus endures the mere geographical 
fnct of Its existence and the peculiar 
interest therein which is required by 
our position perpetuate the solomu con- 
tract which binds the holders cf the 
territory to respect our right to freedom 
of transit across it and binds us In re- 
turn to safeguard for the isthmus 'and 
the world the exercise of that ines- 
timable privilege. The true interpreta- 
tion of the obligations upon which the 
United States entered in this treaty of 
1840 lias been given repeatedly .In the 
utterances of presidents and secretaries 
of state. Secretary Cass in 1838 offi- 
cially stated tbe position of this gov- 
ernment as follows: 


"The progress of events has rendered 


the interoceanic route across the nar- 
row portion of Central 'America vastly 
Important to the commercial world, and 
especially to the United States, whose 
possessions extend along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and demand the 
speediest and easiest modes of commu- 
nication. While the rights of sovereign- 
ty of the states occupying this region 
should always be respected, we shall 
expect that these righ^ . be exercised 
In a spirit befitting the occasion ami 
ithe wants and circumstances that have 
arisen. Sovereignty has its duties as 
well as its rights, and none of these lo- 
cal governments, even if administered 
with more regard to the just demands 
of other nations than they have been, 
would be permitted, in a spirit of east- 
ern isolation, to close'the gates 'of in- 
tercourse on the great highways of the 
world and Justify the act by the pre- 
tension that these avenues of trade and 
travel belong to them and that they 
choose to shut them or, what is almost 
equivalent, to iaeiiraber them with such 
unjust relations as would prevent their 
general use." 


Seven years later, In 1885, Mr. Seward 


:ln different communications took the 
following position: 


"The United States have taken and 


will take no interest Jn any question of 
internal revolution In the'state of Pana- 
ma or any stute of the United States 
of Colombia, but will maintaina, per- 
fect neutrality In connection with sucli 
domestic altercations.

Elates will nevertheless hold them- 
selves ready to protect the transit trade

Revolution In Panama. 


Immediately after the adjournment 


of the congress a revolution broke out 
in Panama. The people of Panama 
had long been discontented with the 
republic of Colombia, and they had 
been kept quiet only by the prospect 
of the conclusion of the treaty, .which 
was to them a matter of vital concern. 
When it became evident that the treaty 
was hopelessly lost the people of Pan- 
ama rose literally ;as one man. Not a 
shot was fired-by a single man on the 
isthmns in the interest of tbe Colom- 
bian government. Not a life was lost 
in the accomplishment of the revolu- 
tion. The Colombian , troops stationer! 
on the isthmus, who bad long been un- j 
paid, made common cause with the 
people of Panama, and with astonish- i 
ing unanimity the new republic was 
stalled. The duty of the United States 
in the premises was clear. In strict] 
accordance with the principles laid 
down by Secretaries Cass and Sewarcl 
in the official documents above quoted 
the Ut'ited States gave notice "that it 
would permit the landing of no expedi- 
tionary force, the arrival of whicii 
would mean chaos and 'destruction 
along the Ime of the railroad and of tbe 
proposed canal and an interruption of 
transit as an inevitable consequence. 
The de .facto government of Panama 
was recognized in the following tele- 
gram to Mr. Ebrman: 


"The people of Panama have, by ap- 


parently unanimous movement, dis- 
solved their political connection with 
tbe republic of Colombia and resumed 
their independence. When you are sat- 
isfied that a de facto government, re- 
publican in form and without substan- 
tial opposition from its owu people, 
has been established In the state of 
Panama, you will enter into relations 
with it as the responsible government 
of the territory and look to it for.all 
fine action to protect the persons and 
property of citizens of the United States 
and to keep open the isthmian transit 
in accordance with the obligations of 
existing treaties governing the relations 
of ithc United States to that territory." 


Tho government of Colombia was 


notified oi' onr action by the following 
telogram to Mr. Bcaupre: 


"The people of Panama having by 


an apparently unanimous movement 
dissolved their political connection with 
tile republic of Colombia and resumed 
their Independence and having adopted 
a government of their own, republican 
in form, with which the government of 
the United States of America has en- 
tered into relations, the president of 
the United States, in accordance with 
the ties of friendship wbich have so 
long and so happily existed between 
the respective • nations, most earnestly 
commends to the governments of Co- 
lombia and of Panama the peaceful 
and equitable settlement of all ques- 
tions at issue between them. He holds 
that he is bound not merely by treaty 
obligations, but by the interests of civi- 
lization, to see that the peaceful trafllc 
of the world across the isthmus ol

The above is only a partial list of the 


revolutions, rebellions. Insurrections, 
riots and other outbreaks that have oc- 
curred during the period in question, 
yet they number fifty-three for the 
fifty-seven years. It will be noted tbnt 
one of tliern lasted for nearly threi* 
years before it was quelled; another 
for nearly a year. In short, the ex- 
perience of over half a century has 
shown Colombia to be utterly incapa- 
ble of keeping order on the Isthmus. 
Only the active interference of the 
United States has enabled her to pre- 
serve so much as a semblance of sover- 
eignty. Had it not been for the exer- 
cise by tbe United States of the police 
power in her interest her connection 
with the isthmus would have been sun- 
dered Jong ago. In 1S56, in 1800, in 
1873, in 1885, in 1901 and again in 1902 
sailors and marines from United States 
warships were forced to land in order 
to patrol the isthmus, to protect life 
and property aud to see that the tran- 
sit across the isthmus was kept open. 
In 1SG1, in 18B2, in 1885 and in 1900 
tbe Colombian government asked that 
the United States government would 
land troops to protect its interests and 
maintain order on the isthmus. 


Latest Proposition of Colombia. 
Perhaps the most extraordinary re- 


quest is that which Ime Just been re- 
ceiyed and which runs as follows: 


Knowing that revolution has al- 


ready commenced in Panama [an emi- 
nent Colombian] says that if the gov- 
ernment of the United States will land 
troops to preserve Colombian sover- 
eignty and tiie transit, if requested by 
Colombian charge d'affaires, this gov- 
ernment will declare martial law and 
by virtue of vested constitutional au- 
thority, when public order is disturbed, 
will approve by decree the ratification 
of the canal treaty as signed, or if tbe 
government of the United States pre- 
fers will call extra session of the con- 
gress—with new and friendly members 
—next May to approve the treaty. [An 
eminent Colombian] has tbe parfect 
confidence of vice president, he says, 
and if! it became necessavy will go to 
tho isthmus or send, representative 
there to adjust matters along above 
lines to tbe satisfaction of the people 
there." •

This dispatch is noteworthy from two 


standpoints. Its offer of immediately 
guaranteeing the treaty to us is in 
sharp contrast with the positive and 
contemptuous refusal of the congress 
which has just closed its sessions to 
consider favorably such n treaty.

shows ttat the government which made 
the treaty realty had absolute eontrcrt 
over the situation, but did not choose 
to exercise this control. The dispatch 
further calls on us to restore order and 
secure Colombian' supremacy in' the 
Isthmus from wblcb , the Colombian 
government has just by its action de- 
cided to bar us by prerentingJ-tW con-

Under such circumstances the gov- I 


ernment of the United States would j 
have been guilty of folly and weakness 
amounting in their sum to a crime 
against the nation had it acted other- 
wise than it did when the revolution of i 
Nov. 3 lust took place Hi Panama. This j 
great enterprise of building the inter- 
oceanic canal cannot be held up to grat- 
ify the whim's, or out of respect to the 
governmental impotence or to the even 
more sinister and evil political pecul- 
iarities, of people who, though they 
dwell afar off, yet against the wish of 
the actual dwellers on tlie isthmus as- 
sert an unreal supremacy over the ter- 
ritory. The possession of a territory 
fraught with such peculiar capacities 
as the isthmus in qnestion carries with 
it obligations to mankind. The course 
of events has shown that this canal 
cannot be built by private enterprise 
or by any other nation thoji our own; 
therefore it most be built by the Unit- 
ed States. 
Treaty With New Republic of Panama. 


Every effort has been made by the 


government of the United States to 
persnnde Colombia to follow a course 
which was essentially not only to our 
interests and to tbe Interests of the 
world, but to the interests of Colombia 
itself. These efforts have failed, and 
Colombia, by her persistence in repuls- 
ing the advances that have been mude, 
has forced us, for the sake of our own 
houor and of the interest and well be- 
ing not merely of our own people, but 
of the people of the isthmus of Panama 
aud the people of tbe civilized coun- 
tries of tbe world, to take decisive 
steps to bring to on end a condition of 
affairs which had become, intolerable. 
The new republic • of Panama imme- 
diately offered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. This treaty 1 herewith sub- 
mit. By it our interests are better fafe- 
guarded than in the treaty with Co- 
lombia which was ratified by the sen- 
ate at its last session. It is better in 
itfi terms than the treaties offered to us 
by the republics of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rtca.. At last the right to begin 
this great undertaking is made availa- 
ble. 
PiiBiimn has done her part. All 


that remains is for the American con- 
gress to do- its part and forthwith this 
republic will "enter upon the execution 
of a project colossal in its size and of 
well nigh incalculable possibilities for 
the good of this country and the ca- 
tions of mankind. 


By the provisions of the treaty the 


United Status guarantees and will 
maintain the independence of the re- 
public of Panama.

LEFT FORCEPS TN BODY 


Dr. Fenger or Assistant's For- 


getlulness Eesnlts in'Dr; 


Washtmrn'g Death. 


The blunder of Dr. Fenger, the noted 


Chicago physician who formerly practic- 
ed medicine in Racine, is alleged to have 
cost the life of Dr. Israel B. Washburn 
of Rensseler, Ind. Dr. Fenger is said to 
have lelt a pair of big steel forceps inside 
his victim's body after an operatidn. 


Dr. Washburn was one of the foremost 


physicians in northern Indiana.. In May, 
WOO, he suffered from wbat he and oth- 
ers called gall stones. He went to the 
Presbytcvian hospital in Chicago, where 
Dr. Fenger performed an operation, .who 
discovered, however, that his trouble 
was due to inflammation of the., bile 
ducts of the liver. The first operation 
failed to relieve the sufferer, and jn Feb- 
ruary, 1902, Dr. .Washburn again %yent to 
the Presbyterian 
hospital, 
whore Dr. 


Fenger again operated on him. for bis 
real, complaint. In this operation 
the 


arteries had to be compressed and six 
pairs of forqeps were used to do the 
work. The forceps were six inches long 
and two inches wide. When the opera- 
tion was concluded one of the six pairs 
was sewed fast inside the patient's body. 
Dr. Washburn, however, gained and left 
the hospital. After a short time ab- 
scesses formed in his side. He suffered 
intense!}', but. had no. inkling of the gause 
of the pain. 


Dr. Washburn went to the convention 


of the Karikakec Valley association at 
Hammond last Thursday. His suffering 
became so intense that he. r<--.ild yKtand 
it no longer. After cxamimil. .n l.-y,the 
beat practitioners in the convention he 
concluded to undergo another operation. 
President 
Loring of the 
association 


brought him to the Loring hospital in 
Valparaiso, Ind., performed the operation 
and discovered the forceps. Dr..Wash- 
burn could not withstand the shsjck of 
the operation and .expired a few;,hour3 
after it had been completed.
